1 
have the greateſt veneration, either he muſt be wrong, or the law 
muſt be unjuſt. If I attack a vice in general, no one will be ſo candid 
as to apply the cenſure to himſelf; therefore the end of fatire failing, ; 

I might as well fulfil Scarron's 
intention, and write a Satire againſt the Hiccups; and ſince none 
apply the cenſure to themſelves, i it is evident that it would no more
